The sites are set back from 
the developed areas of the parks from about 
W-mile to more than a mile. Each location is 
different, and there is only one campsite per 
park to provide a quiet, intimate natural experi- 
ence. There is a lakeside site on Hidden Lake, 
a site high on the bluffs over the Grand River, a 
creekside site along Big Creek and two different 
riverside sites along the Grand River; 

Baker Road Park, Girdled Road Reservation, 
Hidden Lake, River Road Park, Riverview Park. 

Each site has a designated area to pitch a 
tent, a place to build a fire, a grill and a picnic 
table.
